THE PROPOSED DEPARTMENT OF AURI- 


Another valuable day was wasted by the 
House of Representatives yesterday in gen- 
eral debate on the bill to enlarge the powers 
and duties of the Department of Agriculture. 
The provisions of the various bills before the 
House are simple. No light was thrown 
upon them in the general debate. The 
speeches were not directed to a considera- 
tion of the merits of the measure before the 
House; they were essays on agriculture, 
with a special application to the crops of 
each member’s district, The statesmen who 


sending seeds and agricultural reports to 
their: constituents took part in the de 
bate, but all others were conspicuous 
by their absence. Nothing ever is done 
toward the practical consideration of 
bills In general debate. The essential part 
of legislation is performed after genera! de- 


' bate is closed and the bill is taken up for 


amendment, In any legislative body in the 
world except the American Congress general 
debate would be voted a bore anda public 
nuisance. The delivery of hour-long 
speeches from manuscript would not be 
tolerated for an instant in the British Parlia- 
ment, It would never have arisen in this 
country but for the establishment of the 
Record, It is one of the penalties the people 
heave to pay for verbatim reports.

It the Commissioner 
is underpaid it would be possible to give him 
a larger salary. If he needs more help he 
can unquestionably have it. No department 
is so liberally treated by Congress in the 
matter ot appropriations as this one. ‘There 
are 300,000 volumes annually printed of the 
reports of the Commissioner of Agriculture, 
They are very expensively gotten up with 
engraved plates, and cost the Government $1 
per volume; yet they can be purchased in 
the junk-shops of Washington in any quan- 
tity for 10 cents éach. : ; 

It is the merest folly to, pretend that the 
President needs another constitutional ad- 
viser, or that the agricultural interests are 
likely to be neglected in a country like ours. 
The duties of the Department of Agriculture 
have heretofore been distributed among sev- 
eral departments, the Interior gettmg some, 
the Treasury others, and the War Depart- 
ment having the signal service, which is 
aiming to give special information to farmers. 
The Agricultural Department proper has no¢ 
all the divisions thas properly belong to it; 
but ft has a sufficient number to make it do 
all that can be reasonably expected of it by 
the people. The demand for its enlargement 
and the elevation of its chief to a Cabinet 
position comes very much more from the 
politicians in Washington than from the 
farmers in any part of the conntry. ; 

One of the pending bills will pass the 
House, but the Senate is not likely to pay 
much attention to the subject until it can be 
treated In a more comprehensive way. A 
new department that should relieve the In- 
terlor and the Treasury of some of their in- 
congruous divisions would be convenient 
and useful, but the Department of Agri- 
culture should be a division of the new de 
partment, not the department ftself. If sta- 
tistics, commerce, lands, agriculture, manu- 
factures, and railroads could be grouped 
under one department, there would be a 
practical relief of the Interior and Treasury. 
The present very crude and imperfect bills 
merely propose to divide the statistical work 
relating to these subjects with the depart- 
ments now in charge of them. If a new de- 
partment is to be created, its powers and 


duties should be larger and more carefully 


defined than they have been tn the bills now 
the House. :

it is sald, was lately in*the employ of the 
Baroness de Rothschild, ‘Whether Madam 
Vanderbilt sent an emissary to the kitchen 
door of the Barongag de Rothschild to in- 
trigue with her cook, offering him higher 
wages, in a manner which is generally re- 
garded as dishonorable among housekeepers, 
is not known. It is stated, however, that 
Madam Vanderbilt bas agreed to pay the man 
who letely presided in the Baroness de 
Rothschild’s kitchen, but who will hereafter 
preside in her kitchen, $7,000 per annum, 
There isa strong présumption, we think, 
that the Baroness not paying this fort- 
unate cook more $3,000 per annum, and 
that he, finding himself in great request, 
named a very high figure as the price of 
coming to America, say $10,000, and that a 
eompromise was effected on $7,000. This is 
mere speculation, however, and not im- 
portant. The great central fact is, America 
has secured the best cook in the world, and 
it follows that Madam Vanderbilt is a bigger 
womdan than old Mrs, Rothschild. 

It is unfortunate for other housekeepers 
that the wage rate of Madam Vanderbilt’s 
new cook has been made public, as it will 
undoubtedly lead to a strike for higher pay 
all along the line of cooks. Bridget Murphy 
will hardly be satisfied with $4 a week when 
she learns that Madam Vanderbilt’s cook 
receives $135, and It is almost Inevitable that 
Jay Gould will be compelled to advance the 
wages of hiscook. But this is not very im- 
portant either. Every tub must stand on its 
own bottom. Madam Vanderbilt is not to 
be deprived of a high-priced cook because it 
may cause annoyance to Mr. Gould, or dis- 
commode Mrs, Spoopendike. 

The point of deepest interest in connection 
with the announcement that Madam Vander- 
bilt has engaged a cook at $7,000 a year is, 
that it furnishesa key to the secrets of the 
menage of the Vanderbilt mansion.

LYNCHING AND ITS REASONS, — 

Is it possibile that courts, lawye leg- 
islators do not notice the warning sign of the 
times in the great ineré@ase of executions by 
lyneh law ?--that they do not observe that 
the people are taking the law into their own 
hands, and that the vengeance they visit upon 
malefactors excites no more than a passing 
comment of satisfaction that the victims Lave 
had no opportunity to escape through lew- 
yer-made loopholes the righteous penalty 
for their crines, whereas it was not long ago 


that lynch law had few defenders ?—that Nesen 


these exhibitions of lynch law are no longer 
contined to remote settlements on the front- 
ler, where there are no law courts, bat are 
happening almost daily in our very midst, 
where courts are organized and are clothed 
with ample power, and are supposed to ad- 
minister justice? If they have not observed 
these popular manifestations, then they must 
be ve.y careless observers of what is going 
on in every part of the country. | 

Since the ist of January last, forty-one 
criminals have suffered the penalty of . death 
administered by Judge Lynch. Hitherto 
lynching has been confined almest exclu- 
sively to the South and to the Western front- 
ier, but of these forty-one cases there have 
been but six on the frontier and sixteen in 
the South, leaving nineteen in the Northern 
States, where the courts are supposed to ad- 
minister justice. In Colorado, where the in- 
fluences of rough frontier life still linger, 


nine men have been lynched, but what shall 


we say of eight men in Kansas, Ohio, Ludi- 
ana, Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, and Minne- 
sota, where justice fs presumably as com- 
plete as it id in any part of the country? 
What can we say except that justice is de- 
ficient and that people have an idea that 
criminals can escape ? : 

In defense of this position it can be urged 
that with the exception of six of these cases 
every one of the forty-one victims was 
known to have committed atrocious and un- 
pardonable crimes, and that just before death 
they confessed them. In one day three cases 
were repo where there was no adequate 
punishment for two of the malefactors, and 
the third had already escaped once or twice 
through technicalities, and was on the eve of 
escaping again when the indignant populace 
seized him and ended his career upon a tree, 
Among all these cases there was not one 


hanged who wasnot guilty. TheJudgeofthe | 


people made no mistake in that direction. 
There was not one of them who did not de- 
serve hanging, and who would not have been 
hanged (except in States where. capital 
punishment is forbidden) If justice been 
certain. But the people knew that law 
was defective, for it had been tested, They 
knew that the technicalities and loopholes of 
the law were such that the criminals stood 
an almost certain chance of escaping if they 
had money with which to fee cotinsel. They 
knew that the repeated new and delays 
were morally certain to resuit in the ulti- 
mate escape of the prisoner or a punishment 
totally inadequate to the offense, because 
that had been their experience in other cases, 

Now, in such cases as these it ts folly to 
charge that lynching was the result of the 
violent passions of the multitude or that it is 
an instance of joose morality among the peo- 
ple at large. If the people knew or felt that 
the guilty would suffer the penalty of their 
crimes there would be no lynehing. As 
one of our contemporaries in disctissing 
this question aptly remarks: * ‘The atro- 
cious crimes committed and the juggling 
of those who should have administered 
the law promptly, aroused, not the evil 
passions, but the virtue of the mass, 
which is at all times strong enough to 
assert itself in caseaof rare emergency, or 
where the criminal! failure of those charged 
with the execution of the law requires a cor- 
rective.” It is time, therefore, that the law 
authorities roused themselves to the realiza- 
tion of the truth that the remarkable Increase 
of lynching is not owing to a vitiated mo- 
rality among the people, or to any irrever- 
ence for the law itself, bat to the failure of 
those charged with executing the laws to 
perform their duty, and to the leniency ex- 
hibited towards criminals and the opportuni- 
ties afforded cunning lawyers of slipping 
their clients through the meshes of the legul 
net. The authorities have the remedy in 
their own hands andcan apply it at any 
time, but it cannot be made effective by re- 
fusing to ascertain if there is any necessity 
for reform in law procedure, as has been done 
by the Legislature of our own State, or by 
assuming that the people have no right to 
ask for such a reform, 


Tum Executive approval of the Chinese 
Restriction bill, signed by the President yes- 
terday, disposes of the ugly agitation to 
which the presence and continued immigra- 
tion of Chinese coolies in this eountry gave 
rise. There is every reason to hope that the 
ten-years suspension of immigration from 
China provided by the bill will afford perma- 
nent relief from the menace of Mongolian 
occupation. During that period it is safe to 
estimate that the Chinese population of Cali- 
fornia will be reduced to one-tenth its pres- 
ent dimensions. Death, emigration to the 
East, and the return to their homes after 
fulfvlment of their contracts with the Six 
Companies, will make an astonishmg inroad 
upon the number of Chinese when there are 
no additions pouring into the country. The 
present horde in this country wilsoon dry up 
and blow away, so tospeak. The terms of the 
present bill will probably be accepted by the 
Ohinese Government without protest, both be- 
cause they were modified to carry out the 
suggestions of the Chinese Minister, and be- 
cause the Chinesé now in the country will 
enjoy better protection from personal ill- 
treatment by of the restriction. The 
final adoption of Mls law will remove a per- 
plexing and confusing political Issue, and the 
status and success of parties can no longer 
be influenced by the sentimentalists or the 
forgers.
